The Dake, upon obſerving this Ad- 
vantage on the Right, commanded the Earl of Orkney 
to march with a ſufficient Number of Battalions to force N 
the Enemy from their Intrenchments on the Plain be- 
tween the Woods of Sart and Fanſart ; which being 
performed, the Horſe of the Allies marched into the 
Plains, covered by their own Foot, and forming them- 
ſelves in good Order, the Cavalry of the Enemy at- 
tempted no more, but to cover the Foot in their Retreat. 
The Allies made ſo good Uſe of the Beginning of the 
Victory, that all their Troops moved on with freſh Re- 
ſolution, till they faw the Enemy fly before them towards 
Cond: and Maubeuge ; after whom proper Detachments 
were ſent who made a terrible Slaughter in the Purſuit.

I T is to me a very great Meanneſs, and ſomething 
much below a Philoſopher, which is what I mean by a 
Gentleman, to rank a Man among the Vulgar for the 
Condition of Lite he is in, and not according to his Pcta- 
viour, his Thoughts and Sentiments, in that Condition. 
For if a Man be loaded with Riches and Honours, and 
in that State of Life has 'Thoughts and Inclinat ons

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who within his Power is good to his Friends, moderate 
in his Demands for his Labour, and chearful in his Oc- 
cupation, much ſuperior to him who lives for ro 
other End bet to ſerve hamſelf, and aſſumes a Preference 
in all his Words and Actions to thoſe, who act their 
Part with much more Grace than himſelf? Epietus 
has made uſe of the Similitude of a Stage Play to human 
Life with much Spirit. It is not, ſays he, ro be confi- 
dered among the Actors. who i: Prince, or who is 
Beggar, but who acts Prince or Beggar beſt. The 
Circumſtance of Life ſhould not be that which gives us 
Place, but our Behaviour in that Circumſtance is what 
ſhould be our ſolid Diſtinction. Thus, a wie Man 
ſhould think no Man above him or below him, any 
further than it regards the outward Order or Diſcipline 
of the World: For if we take too great an Idea of the 
Eminence of our Supcriors, or Subordination of our 
Inferiors, it will have an ill Ene upon our Behaviour 
to both. He who thinks no Man above him but for 
his Virtue, none below him but for his Vice, can never 
be obſequious or aſiuming in a wrong Place, bat will 
frequently emulate Men in Rank below him, and 
pity thoſe above him. 

T HIS Senſe of Mankind is fo far from a 
Principle, that it only ſets us upon a true Bafis of Di- 
ſtinction, and doubles the Merit of {uch as become their 
Condition. 2 Man in Power, who can, without the 
ordinary Prepoſſeſſions which ftop the Way to the true 
Knowledge and Service of Mankind, over-look the lit- 
tle Diſtinctions of Fortune, raiſe obſcure Merit, and diſ- 
countenance ſucceſ.ful Indeſert, has, in the Minds of 
knowing Men, the Figure of an Angel rather than a 
Man, and is above the reſt of Men in the higheſt Cha- 
rafter he can be, even that of their Benefactor. 

TURNING my Thoughts as I was taking my 
Pipe this Evening after this Manner, it was no ſmall 
Delight ro me to receive Advice from Felicia, That

WE waned ſome Time in Expectation of the next 
Worthy, who came in with a great Retinue of Hiſtori- 
ans, whoſe Names I could not learn, moſt of them be- 
ing Natives of Carthage.
